— The continued 
existence of the present government 
after the past eventful week in parlia- 
ment creates surprise amongst its most 
faithful .supporters. No less than 110 
members of the House of Commons put 
themselves on record this week as will- 
ing to turn out Mr. Balfour rather 
than sacrifice their adherence to Mr. 
Chamberlain's out and out protection- 
ist principles. As a result Mr, Bal- 
t'otir has foregone his personal policy of 
retaliation and retains otlice only 'Li- 
the support of those members who 
openly 'uphold preferential and protec- 
tive duties. This section of the Union- 
ist party, though strong enough to de- 
cide, the. fate of the ministry, is not 
strong enough to affect anything n<s an 
individual unit. Complications within 
the Unionist party came during the 
week to an almost Gilbert ian climax. 

On all sides it is admitted that a 
dissolution of parliament nloue can solve 
the existing complex and muddled con- 
dition of the parties in the Jlouse. of 
Commons. The cabinet itself, so re- 
cently reconstructed, has been on the 
verge of a serious .split during the 
week-. Austen Chamberlain, the 1 chan- 
cellor of the exchequer; Colonial Secre- 
tary Lyttloton and several minor mem- 
bers of the government threatened to 
resign unless Mr. Balfour withdrew hi- s 
support of the motion whluri denounced 
Joseph Chamberlain's proposed prefer- 
ential duties .based on the taxation of 
food. Both without and within, Mr. 
Balfour gave in to the Chambcrlainites. 
and still further antagonized those free 
trade Unionists, the Duke of Devon- 
shire, 'Lord Balfour of Burleigh, CJias. 
T. .Ritchie, Lord Geo. Hamilton ami 
Sir John Gorst, formerly his colleagues 
and their supporters. 

In addition to these tactical difficul- 
ties in which the fiscal question has 
involved what was known as "the 
strongest government of modern times," 
Mr. Balfour has been subjected to a 
personal attack. Lord Lansdowne and 
Mr. Brodriek bitterly resent the criti- 
cism of their administration of the war 
otlice contained in the recommendation 
of Mr. Balfour's army reorganization 
committee. Mr. Balfour's explanations 
of his conduct toward the Duke of 
Devonshire, Lord George Hamilton and 
Mr, •; Ritchie in connection with their 
resignations from the cabinet, and bis 
alleged suppression of Mr. Chamber- 
lain's withdrawal from the government 
are held by such a careful organ as the 
Spectator to be entirely unsatisfactory. I 

(Lord 'Kosebory's bitter satire and com- 
parison of Mr. Balfour as a "pretty 
Fanny" was a striking insfaucp of the 
hitter feeling. To use the words of one 
of Lord Rosebery's friends, 'The ex- 
Premier never let himself out so inttell 
in public. The advisability of stich 
out-spokonness may be questioned, but 
therein Lord Rost'oery gave ids fellow- 
peers and the world' a glimpse of the 
contempt he privately (eels Cor whal 
he dei ins to be the decay of the 'Eng- 
lish political system as personally ad- 
ministrated by Mr. Balfour and his 
friends." In his passionate attack he- 
fore the sedate House of Lords oil 
Thursday, Lord Kosebcry only voiced 
the bitterness against Mr. Balfour which 
prevails among the families of those 
members of the cabinet who resigned 
though their relatives had for centuries 
supported the Tory leaders. Mr. Bal- 
four's reply to Lord .Kosebcry is ex- 
pectantly awaited. 

Winston Spencer Churchill (Conserva- 
tive), unceasingly harries Mr. Balfour. 
In a letter to his constituents Mr. 
Churchill says that the amendment in-

The conditions in North- 
western Persia have, however, been 
much disturbed. What the general con- 
ditions have been in the Urumia region 
is intimated in the letter from iDr. J. 
P. Cochran, a medical missionary in 
Urumia, who wrote; 

"The last summer has been full ol 
trouble and anxiety, due largely to the 
lawless condition of the country, The 
lawless disregard of the government al- 
ways was very evident, but becomes 
painfully so whenever thoreis any unu- 
sual uprising among the iKurds or the 
rougher elements in the towns and cit- 
ies. For some time back, there has 
been a great deal of grumbling against 
the government for giving away in con- 
cessions so much to foreigners. In 
many cities of the land there have been 
rsnen demonstrations against the king, 
demanding that Europeans who have 
charge of his work be expelled. In Ta- 
briz there was a demonstration which 
compelled the Crown Prince to remove 
t., a neighboring town, the European 
chief of the customs and his family 
keeping careful watch over him. Out- 
riiL'es against the Christians were de- 
tailed, including the killing of a native 
Christian."

THE DOMINION - I'.VIM.I AMKXT. 



Tho session of the Dominion parlia- 
ment that was opened on Thursday lust 
is regarded by those in close touch with 
the Government as likely to be of short 
duration. We observe that it is flubbed 
"a special session" by some Liberal 
newspapers, although wo fail to see why 
such a term-should lie applied to it. 
While it is an open secret that another 
session of the present Parliament would 
not have been held before a general 
election but for the necessity of making 
some amendments in the contract with 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway Com- 
pauy. we assume that having boon 
called, the ordinary business of an ordi- 
nary session will be transacted, al- 
though the Government will doubtless 
endeavor to limit as much us possible 
the range of suggested legislation ami 
check any inconvenient incursions by 
the Opposition into matters and things 
the free discussion of which is not 
desired by the party ill power on the 
eve of an appeal to the electorate. The 
Estimates for the next fiscal year must 
however, be passed, as under probable 
circumstances the new House cannot be 
called together before the present fis- 
cal year has expired. Although we know 
that general elections sometimes come 
"like a thief in the night," it does- not 
seem likely that the elections will be 
brought on until some time in the late 
summer or autumn, ami in such a case 
there would scarcely be a session of the 
new Parliament before the early months 
of 190.">. Wo may, therefore, regard 
the present as an ordinary session 
forced on the Government by exigencies 
not foreseen last year, and to be brought 
to an end with as little delay as may 
be or as the Opposition will permit. 

The speech from the Throne, delivered 
by Lord Minto on Friday, after tha 
House of Commons had elected a new 
Speaker, is chiefly remarkable for con- 
cluding with the expression that after 
the protracted session last year, the 
members of both Houses of Parliament 
will desire on the present occasion to 
abridge their labors. We are inclined 
to think that such an expression of con- 
sideration for the curtailment of the la- 
bors of a legislative body has never 
before occurred to the advisers of the 
Crown in any part of the Empire and 
the incident is, therefore, deserving of 
notice. Put in less diplomatic form His 
Excellency would have been asked to 
say: ""Pass the amended contract with 
the Grand Trunk IPnciQc Railway Com- 
pany and then go borne." And is there 
no suggestion intended in the significant 
paragraph in the Speech— that the rail- 
way company has deposited $5,000,000 
in cash? What possibilities dues that 
matter of fact statement not bring up! 

That the Government intends that 
this session shall be a Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific session is plain from the prominence 
given tto that subject in His Excellency's 
•Speech. Practically there is nothing 
else. A promise to bring down a copy 
of the award of the Aiaskaan Boundary 
Tribunal; an intimation that an addition 
must be made to the members of the 
Korthwest Mounted Police, ami that a 
Militia Bill will be introduced, and that 
is all. Apparently there is no intention

It is pleasing to observe that public 
sentiment in regard to civic expenditures 
for improving the streets has greatly 
changed from what il was a few years 
ago. The change was doubtless caused 
to some extent by seeing what Other 
places on the Coast were doing. Van- 
couver, in particular, was conspicuous 
in -regard to street paving. Although 
the choice of asphalt has not proved 
very satisfactory (or it may be that 
bho particular kind of" that material 
.which was used was unsuitable for this 
climate), the streets there are well kept 
and even in wet weather remarkably 
clean. But besides the effect on local 

opinion that the example of other places | -iphid has been shown to be wrecked 
had, there is "tile doubt that the mark-' 
eil change in the appearance of Gov- 
ernment and Fort streets cause-.l by the 
block paving, exercised a great influence 
on the opinion of many persons who 
had previously opposed large expendi- 
tures for such purposes. While we 
should deprecate any excessive outlay on 
improvements causing financial embar- 
rassment or two heavy burdens on the 
civic revenue, we believe that under 
the peculiar conditions of an economic 
character that prevail in Victoria, the 
improvement of our streets, the beauti- 
fying and ornamentation of the city, 
and Hie bringing up to a state of com- 
pleteness and effectiveness of our water 
and sewerage systems, are objects on 
which any outlay judiciously made will 
yield good results to the community at 
Uu-se. 

Possibly even our own citizens who 
have resided here for years; who have 
t'neir all invested lien- ami who have 
never lost confidence in Victoria anil 
its prospects for the future, scarcely 
realize the greatness ami importance of 
the changes cither made, in course of 
development or that are planned in the 
City. There is no comparison between 
tin- quality of the water a -few years 
ago and that which wo have to-lay. It 
only remains for certain tilings to be 
done an,] the quantity of water avail- 
able from the water works system will 
be as much improved as the quality 
has been. The sewerage system hits 
been greatly extended, but for several 
years to come money should be expend- 
ed on this. Who would have thought

TROET PROTECTION. 

Sir, — The (lame Protection Amendment 
Act passed during the last session of tha 
■ Legislature, prohibits the taking of trout 
before the 25tll day of March In any year. 
This Act Is now In force, and It Is the duty 
of every sportsman to aid, by every means 
in Ids power, the strict enactment of lis 

provisions. Some budding Blacksti s have 

given an opinion that the Act Is ultra|znt 
vires, as It deals with the fisheries of thel-vel 
I rovlnce, over which tin- Dominion has) tLe 
exclusive jurisdiction. Mr. Tanner, the 
member for Sannlch, who is responsible for 
the trout protection clause, seeing that this 
point might possibly ,he raised, very wlsely 
sccured the Insertion of a provision making 
It unlawful lo have trout in possession be- 
tween the 15th day of November and the 
-Mb day of March In each year, and us 
!.he minimum penalty for this offence, pre- 
scribed by the Act, Is a line of $20 and 
costs, and ns moreover, half of tho fine 
Imposed belongs- under tho Act to the per- 
son giving the Information, there should be 
no trouble in securing a conviction where 
any person Is found with trout In his pos- 
session during the closn season.

if she is not acquainted, with tue people 
under her care, it means that those 
who need assistance would often re- 
main unknown. There arc a number 
of people here, as everywhere, wi 
will not ask for help and yet need it 
sorely. Only by the regular calling ot 
the district visitor, where she cun sbow 
hersoif friendly ami interested, can 
there cases be brought to light, and 
scarcely a month goes by without some 
private expression of gratitude from 
those who, without having their names 
published, have been 'helped in their 
hour of need. 

There is also a work waiting to be 
done m the regular visiting of the cabins 
in the city. For some time it was 
done most successfully, but now only a 
few cases are looked after which conic 
especially under our notice, and 11 visi- 
tor in charge of a large district has not 
the tune t-> give to this work. 

The rooms uf the asst. atiou arc- open 
three times a week, and the need for 
all kinds of clothing is constant. The 
usual annual appeal is now made to 
housekeepers who before long will be 
employed in turning out their homes for 
spring cleaning, i-.very kind of article 
of furniture, as well as clothing tor 
men, women and children, will be 
thankfully received, nnd may be sent 
to tin- rooms on Monday, Wednesday 
or Friday between the hours of fl 
and 12:3U. or they may be left at. any 
time in clinrge of 5l-r, Johnson nt the 
Market building.

Freight rates from Vancouver, Vie 
toria and ■Pttget Sound to Dawson and 
other Yukon points have been agreed 
upon by the Alaska Steamship Asso- 
ciation and the White Pass & Yukon 
Hallway and Yukon river steamer ser- 
vice. 

Mr. M. .1. B, White, genera', passen- 
ger and freight agent of the White Pass 
.states that special commodity rates will 
be quoted front duly 1 to August 15. As 
before announced, those special rates 
will be lower than the regular commo- 
dity rates, the reduction being made 
for the purpose of causing shippers to 
move freight during a season of th" 
year which is generally a rather slack 
one with the northern transportation 
compa dies.

Dr. AVatt. When Interviewed, (Makes au 
Interesting Statement. 

Yesterday afternoon Dr. Watt, su- 
perintendent of the William (Head quar- 
antine station, was interviewed by u 
Colonist reporter regarding the remarks 
relating to tho unfitness of the steamer 
Earl for the quarantine service, which 
appeared in yesterday morning's issue, 
i Dr. Watt, while not inclined to dis- 
' cuss the matter at all, thought it well 
to correct what he declared were erron- 
eous conceptions of the matter. He 
said that the Colonist' must have been 
misinformed as to the condition of the 
vessel. At the present time she is 
undergoing n thorough examination, and 
it has been found that she is in better 
condition than boats of her age are 
1 usually found. Sue is fourteen years 
1 old. She will need a thorough overhaul- 
ing before long, but at the present time 
she is good tor anything that a boat 

of that si/.e and enlist nu t ion can be 
expected to do. But any eighty-foot 
boat has her limitations, and the Earl 
does not fully meet the requirements. 
Admittedly it would be better it there 
was a larger and more capable boat for 
the ti.-o of the quarantine station; but 
Dr. Watt believes that, with the in- 
crease of the Importance of William 
Head station this is certain to he forth- 
coming. 

It may be further stated as showing 
tho uiiiitncss of the Earl Cor the duty! 
of quarantine boat, t'hnl her deck, 
houses are built Cur above her deck, | 
and on top of the deck bouse is perched 
the pilot house, a pile of buildings which 
makes things decidely awkward when 
alongside a big steamer and the sea 
rolling.

The .Pacific Coast ISteamship Con- 
pauy's steamer Valencia, dipt. H. II. 
Lloyd, which left this port Wednesday 
morning for S;tn Francisco, had to put 
back Thutsday afternoon, says the Seat- 
tle il'ost-lntelligeneer, after an eighteen- 
hours tussle with a storm which Itireat- 
cnted at various times to break the ves- 
sel to pieces and send her to the bot- 
tom, Capt. Uoyd says he lias never 
seen worse gales on the Washington 
coast. 

The Valencia returned to port yester- 
day afternoon. 'She is cousiderahly 
damaged. Her broken ports and badly 
smashed woodwork over the flllittlll bear 
evidence of the violence of the storm. 

She passed ithe cape Wednesday night 
and had hardly rounded tho point when 
she ran into the teeth of the storm. Tito 
wind blew with such for :e that she 
could scarcely make headway It in- 
creased in velocity, heavy seas pounding 
the ship from every quar'jr. 

Though heavily laden she was tossed 
about like a cork. Only a i-.trong sea- 
worthy craft could have ivpnstood the 
terrible, wrenching, For hour"* she made 
little or no headway. Though she hud 
her bead into the wind the ~e:is roiled 
round nud over the vessel aft, lueaking 
the deck over the fantail woid'fotk. 
Some of the p,r,is on the p,"t ridi« amid- 
ships were knocked off their hinges 
causing the vessel to take in water 
on the main deck. Thirty-four firj ouck- 
ets were carried away.

Thursday, the vessel being 1011 idxty 
miles south of Flattery ;h u Cant. 
Lloyd as a matter of precaution, decided 
to turn hack.

STEAMER NELL. 

Imaginative Correspondent Attacks iLife- 
iSaving Apparatus A hoard Vessel. 

■Shortly after the steamer Nell left 'or 
the North on her last trip from Victoria, 
the Colonist received a letter signed by a 
resident of the city, making charges of a 
very grave character against the man- 
agement of the steamer for alleged care- 
lessness in regard to the life-saving ap- 
paratus aboard. In the absence of the 
steamer and her officers it was deemed 
wise to withhold the letter from publi- 
cation until her return from the North, 
when a representative of the Co.onist 
could look into the matter. 

The steamer Nell returned last week 
from the northern ports, and yesterday 
a Colonist reporter called on the cap- 
tain, aboard, and informed him of the 
contents of the letter. The Captain 
asked the reporter to step over to where 
the port metal lifeboat was slung, and. 
there pointed out a new patch which had 
been put in the bottom of the boat. He 
explained that during the exceedingly 
rough .weather encountered by the Neil 
on her previous voyage South, the life- 
boat had been rolled around in the 
hocks, and a small rent had been made 
metal owilig t<> the strain of tin' 
weight falling on that partlcu- 
>l. As soon as the Nell came to 
rtll in the harbor a smith wis 
ir and the hole patched securely, 
captain said that he would not 
allow such a thing to g,i neglected even 
overnight. 

Then, yesterday, Unptaill Collister 
carefully inspected the steamer and lie 
entire equipment and passed them as be- 
ing perfectly in accordance with the reg- 
ulations. 

The master of the Nell considered that 
those EacU sufficiently disproved the 
recklnss statements (■•'the writer of the 
letter referred to. The utmost care is 
always taken on the Xell to see that 
vervthing connected with the life-savin-' 
apparatus is kepi randy for use, ami 
this has been the rule since Iho Nell 
has been (dying out of this harbor.

He was invalided home and died on 
the passage, lie married Chief Justice 
Cameron's daughter and his daughter 
married Governor Hodgson who made 
such a sad mess of things at Cooncissie 
where he brought 011 a war nnd then ran 
awny. leaving the army to 'tight it out. 

('. It. Voting was a noted .writer over 
the signature of ''Monitor." He was 11 
bitter and sarcastic man in print ami 
in conversation. One night in 1,S(>7 he 
presided at a meeting called by Leonard 
McClure at the theatre to advocate the 
annexation of the Colony to the United 
States. A scene of confusion and riot 
resulted and both Voting and McClure 
came in for a heavy share of abuse. 
Young instituted a suit for libel against 
the Chronicle, but was- east in costs. He 
went to Baltimore and if alive must 
'be 100 years of age. 

Dr. John Ash, after Confederation, be- 
came Provincial Secretary. die was 
110 orator, but a pretty level-headed 
man with a faculty of looking after 
his o'i-n interests. lie 'nought the pio- 
neer Congregational church building on 
Fort street after the congregation dis- 
solved and converted it into a dwelling 
and office where he died. The build- 
itig is now occupied by Dr. Meredith 
Jones. 

James Carswell was of the (firm of 
pioneer booksellers, Hibbon & Cars- 
well. He served one term in the legis- 
lature. In 18C4 he was lost for five days 
in the Sookc wools. Search parties 
explored the forest in every part for 
■him and a rumor went out that he 
had been murdered when a hunter came 
across the lost man sitting listlessly 
011 the bank of a small creek and throw- 
ing stones into the stream. He had 
been five days without food and within 
half a mile of a farmhouse and although 
a delicate man he recovered nnd years 
afterwards died in Glasgow. 

Dr. Dickson avis a member of the 
iHouse when McClure made -his great 
sp ccb. He went from here to Port- 
laud, Oregon, where he practiced medi- 
cine with much success. 'Last October 
•he visited Victoria after an absence of 
.1-1 years and renewed old friendships. 
iWhile going from here to Soattle on 
his way home on hoard the death-ship 
Clallam he met with an injury to one 
of his knees and died three weeks later 
at Portland. 

Dr. J. W. Towell was a member of 
the old House and afterwards Indian 
Commissioner. He is still living and al- 
though Jong since retired there are many 
who remember him when he was a letul- 
'ing practitioner and an able legislator 
as well. Long may he remain to enjoy, 
with his estimable wife and family, tiie 
sweets of retirement. 

Sir Henry Crease was a meimber ot 
the Colonial legislature. Jle sat for 
Victoria district, just outsido of Vic- 
toria city. lie had an admirable and 
rare facility of rescuing the Government 
at the supreme moment when defeat 
appeared inevitable and to the Govern- 
ment his services were invaluable. Sir 
Henry afterwards became Attorney- 
General of British Columbia and later 
when the Colonies were united lie was 
made u judge of the Supreme Court. 
He continued to occupy a seat on the 
Bench until a few years ago when lie 
was knighted and retired. He is 
sit! 1 , alive, but, 1 am sorry to say, is In 
a very pr. carious state of health. 

Sir Joseph W. Trutch was an able 
civ'il engineer. He had a seat in the 
Colonial legislature and was distinguish- 
ed for his practical remarks on most 
subjects, die rose to high positions in 
the country's service and was succes- 
sively Chief Commissioner, Lieutenant- 
Governor and Dominion Gcvernment 
Agent. He was knighted in 1889 and 
died a week ago in Loudon at the age 
of 7S. 

Dr. W. F. Tolinie represented Victoria 
district. He was a retired Hudson Bay 
chief factor and a doctor of medicine 
and entered the company's service 
many years before. He was a careful, 
cautious and prudent legislator ami 
■was the author of many of the early 
laws. He was the owner of Hillside 
farm, near Victoria, where he died 111 
1SSS at the age of 74, respected by all 
who had ever known him and leaving 
a large family to mourn his loss. Mr. 
Rod Tolmie, Deputy Minister of Mines, 
is a Mill 01 the late do. -tor. 

A. It. Green was a member of the 
first legislature. lie was a good book- 
keeper but did not shine as a legis.ator. 
As he was often absent when the roll 
was called the newspapers were iiiviik- 
fomeil to refer lo him as "Invisible 
Green," which was a color much worn 
at the time.

He got through to Oregon 
all 'right an.l how do you think lie 1111.11- 
aged it? The Okanagan Indians had 
never before seen a tall hat. They im- 
mediately decided that .Lennox Was a 
great tyeo (chief) and fell in love with 
iiini and his hat. regarding the man with 
awe ami his head-covering w.th venera- 
tion. They fed him and bedded him and 
passed him on to the Xez I'erees trifle 
with every mark of consideration and re- 
spect. The Xez I'erees admired his 
great nose — their own noses, ns their 
name indicates, being their chief feature. 
'1 iiey didn't care for the hat ((Len- 
nox had presented it to the Okaniigan* 
in return for their hospitality) for that 
could be taken off and put on at jilcas- 
ure; but that nose, it was a fixture. 
Besides, a- big nose was nn evidence ol 
gentility and nobility and was a war em- 
blem. They hud nothing like it in the 
tribe and after a consultation they pro- 
posed that Lennox should remain with 
them and become in all respects one 
of themselves. They felt that the nose 
WHS a gifl of the gods to the Nez il'erces 
nation and that it was their duty to 
keep it among them ami pfsrpetuato it, 
Th'refore they iproposed that Lennox 
should marry* one or more daughters 
of chieftains and lay the founda- 
tion broad and deep for a race of big- 
nosed Indians, Lennox demurred. Ho 
was married already, he said, and must 
first go to England to get a divorce. The 
chiefs consulted again. Sonic were for 
taking the nose by force and preserving 
It in whisky not knowing that it was 
Woll-preseeved already in spirits; but the 
majority agreed to liberate Lennox if 
he would solemnly promise to return 
within a year He promised and they let 



him ro, providing hi-" with a horse and 
an escort to the nearest Hudson Bay 
post Where .he was well received and 
sent on to Portland. In course of time 
Lennox turned UiP m London with his 
nose intact. Some years afterwards 
ihe died in Melbourne, having first com- 
mitted his adventures to a small pam- 
i'j)hlet which had a limited circulation. 

I In the brochure referred to ILenriox 
I details his experiences with the Indians. 
He savs he presented his tall hat to the 
Okamignns to serve as a war talisman 
and adds that they gave him a coon- 1 
skin cap in exchange, He heard after 
1 he reached the Xm i'erees that the 
Okaaagans immediately made war 011 a 
neighboring tribe relying upon the hat 
to carry them safely through. But they I 
were soundly licked, and bad to give ' 
1,000 blank, ts to compensate their op- 
ponents. They also surrendered the 
hat which the others burned amidst 
criat rejoicing Lennox adds that be 
'heard incidentally tlmt the Okanusrans 
sent a messenger to the Xez I'erees ask- 
ing for his return— that they were desir- 
ous o>' enjoying n short interview with 
him in the course of which a white man's 
scalp would play an important part. 
The Xez I'erees, however, knowing that 
they had a .first mortgage on the old 
mail's nose declined to surrender him. 

The Nen il'erces having consented to 
Lennox's departure, presented him with 
a woolly coat. The garment was dense- 
ly populated and it was sometime, Len- 
nox says, before lie .got accustomed to 
his numerous traveling companions. 
When his departure was decided upon 
the chief arranged a farewell ceremony, 
Drums were beaten and the men, women 
and children of the tribe gathered 
in front of th.. chiefs lodge where Lcu- 
uox stood on an inverted ibanrel.

, of the diffusion of any lan- 
may be taken as n fairly ac- 
■ guide to the importance nnd 
influence ol the people to whom that 
language natural!} belongs. In all ages 
the .most adveuturous spirits of the 
most progressive nations nave wandered 
over the' face of the earth colonizing, 
and opening up new avenues for com- 
mercial activity. In nearly every case 
theso men have taken their language 
with them, and it has either sup- 
planted the native tongue or at least 
has left its mark upon it. The very 
word colony is a reminder to us of the 
time when this land was a colony of 
the Roman empire, and in the last 
syllable of the naino Lincoln, a relic 
Of the Roman conquest of Britain still 
remains part of our language, to tesitity 
to the power and the colonizing teu- 
dencies of the Roman people. 

There are, however, certain limitations 
which must be borne in mind when at- 
, tempting to estimate the importance ol 
la nation by the diffusion and the com- 
I mercial importance of its language. For 
example, during the last few years'; a 
I Uuowiedge of Spanish has become of in- 
I creasing utility in connection with the 
i commerce of Great Britain. This, how- 
I ever, is not due to any recent increase 
of the influence or commercial activity 
of Spain, but to the fact that British 
trade has pushed its way into the re 
gions colonized by Spain hundreds ot 
years ago. Spain seems to have been 
remarkably successful in forcing- bei 
language upon the conquered peoples ol 
South America, but this is by no means 
a usual result of conquest. As a rule 
the native races die out or if they re- 
main in existence their language is stil! 
the predominant language of the country 
In Australia, New Zealand and North 
America the aboriginal races are bo- 
coming extinct, while iu India the native 
languages and dialects are still spoken by 
tho" vast majority of the inhabitants. 
It will be remembered that though the 
Norman Conquest was apparently com 
plete, and strenous endeavors were put 
forward to make Norman French the 
predominant language of the country, 
we still speak mainly in Saxon, ouly 
about one-eighth of the words used in 
ordinary conversation today being of 
Norman origin. 

THE LANGUAGE OF THE CON- 
QUEROR. 

The real struggle among language! 
during tho nineteenth century has un- 
doubtedly boon between native races 
and tneir supplanters; but of tho course 
of this struggle it is impossible- to give 
any numerical account. Aborigines have 
been numerous, and have become less 
numerous or extinct, their languages go- 
ing with them, and this is about ns far 
as we can get in an estimate of their 
numbers. That portion of the fight, 
the results of which can be measured, 
corresponds more to the division of the 
spoils than to actual warfare. In what 
proportions have European languages 
shared in this redistribution. To what 
extent has each country forestalled its 
rivals in the search for new territory 
nnd commerce; 

There have, however, been Instances 
in which a marked struggle for pre- 
dominance lias taken part between two 
languages of Eurcpean origin. Iu South 
Africa, for example, there has been con- 
stant rivnlry between English and Dutch. 
At tho beginning of the century thero 
were about 25,000 white inhabitants, al- 
most exclusively 'Hutch; after twenty 
years the white population which now 
numbered 42.000 included about 0,000 
English. Both races grew in numbers, 
but the English more rapidly, and in 
1S70 they were about equally divided; 
sinco that timo the British have out- 
numbered the Dutch, the disproportion 
being the most marked in the Trans- 
vaal. In Cape Colony English alone 
was used in parliament until 1SS2. Since 
that vear both languages have been 
used. , 

Sir Robert Giffen has calculated that, 
excluding settlers in Mexico and South 
America, peoples of European origin 
increased from 170 to !Yto millions. Some 
idea of the change;', in the diffusion ot 
the principal European languages winch 
have accompanied this growth of popu- 
lation can bo gained from the diagram 
which represents the numbers speaking 
English, French, German, Spanish and 
Italian in 1801, nnd at the end of every 
decade of the century. It must bo nd- 
mitted that some of the figures are, and 
only can be, approximate. Censuses of 
the world's population have not been 
taken regularly every ten years,, but it is 
possible to till in the gaps in a fairly re 
linble manner by means of estimates. 

The most striking feature in the dm 
gram is undoubtedly the enormous 
spread of the English language. Start- 
ing from a very low level English has 
far outstripped its Continental rivals. 
The result is not to be attributed to any 
extension of the use of the English 
language on the continent of Europe, 
for we have neither regained any Ol 
our ancient dominions there, nor in- 
creased the extent of those remaining 
in our possession; while our acquisition 
of Heligoland in 1807 and its cession 
to Germany in ISiKi. and our occupation 
of Cyprus 'in 1878 have not materially 
-altered the extent to which the English 
language is used. 

THE INFLUENCE OF AMERICA. 

It must be admitted at once that the 
spread of English is due to the great 



development of the United States more 
than to any other factor. Of the 
millions of English-speaking people in 
1801, live millions or lest; than one 
fourth, belonged to the U. S., while in 
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These diagrams show the comparative 
number of those speaking the English, 
French, German, Spanish, and Italian 
tongues, and the extent to which those 
numbers have increased and fluctuated 
during the past century. Each division 
in the scale of the lower diagram repre- 
sents 10,000,000. 
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1000, out of about 130 millions of Eng- 
lish-speaking people, 7(> millions, or more 
than 11 half, were inhabitants of the 
United States. Of course, a laTgo pro- 
portion of this new population in tho. 
United States has consisted of an over- 1 
(low from our own country and their 
immediate descendants, This point is, 
well illustrated by tho fact that from | 
lS-tl to 1S51 when our population -was; 
almost stationary the population of the' 
United States grew with increased sic- 
tivity. 

"Within our own shores the increase 
has been well marked, iu spite of tho 
continual loss through emigration' and in 
spite of the fact that one great section 
ot the Kingdom was being steadily de- 
populated during the last sixty yoars 
of the century. Starting in 1801 with 
Hi millions, we closed the- century with 
over forty millions. The population 1 of 
Ireland, however, which had risen from. 
Jive millions to eight millions between | 
1S01 and 184-1, fell to four and one-balf 
millions by 1900. 

The development of our colonial pos- 
sessions has naturally done much to dif- 
fuse the English language, but this 'is 
not due to the acquisition of new terri- 
tories during the century. The thirty or 
forty now possessions acquired since 
1S01 only •account for a little over n 
million English-speaking people. 

Tne Australasian colonies show a growth 
from 0,000 in 1801 to about four and one- 
half millions in 1900, of which three- 
quarters of a million 'belong to New Zea- 
land. The population of Canada grew 
from half a million in 1801 to 5 millions 
in 1900, but the French language re- 
tains its hold in large portions of Can- 
ada, and in 1900 was the habitual tongue 
of 0110 and one-half millions of the peo- 
ple. 

In India, although there is a total pop- 
ulation of 300 .millions, of whom 230 
millions are directly under British gov- 
ernment, there are only about a quarter 
of a million who speak English, and 
there are in use in the country 28 lan- 
guages which are each spoken by more 
people than this. 

Taking together Great Britain, the 
Colonies and the States it is wen that 
the use of English increased during the 
eenturv by the remarkable amount of 
490 per cent. 

THE FIGHT OF THE RUSSIAN. 

While the progress of the English 



language .has been more like a triumphal 
liliut'li than a struggle ior existence, 11 
very real light has been waged on bC- 
httlf of some of the couKiiental lan- 
guages, ltus.-ia, for examp.-e, whose ter- 
ritory in LuuOiie was very considerably 
enlarged uiiring the I'.hh century, lias 
made very strenuous endeavors to foroo 
net- language upon the inhabitants of 
conquered countries. This course of ac- 
tion has, however, only met with n 'mod- 
erate amount of success. In Finland, 
which became a part of Russia in l.Stli), 
there were, in 1900, 2Mj million 
inhabitants, of whom only S.000 spoke 
Russian, while in Poland, which became 
a Russian province in 1831, it is still 
necessary to prohibit the public use of 
the Polish language. The only excep- 
tion to this prohibition is permigsioliH^ 
use Polish in the theatre, and in conse- 
quence of this, when the inhabitants 
wish to publish iu their own tongue sen- 
timents which might he considered revo- 
lutionary these are disguised in the form 
of plays and, dramatic criticism. Ill 
spite of these difficulties Russian is 
spoken by nearly as many people "« 
English. The exact number is not very- 
easy to determine, but the population of 
European Russia was, at the close of 
the century, about 100 millions, nnd tho 
total population of European ami 
Asiatic Russia nearly 140 millions. 

The population in the early part of 
the century is doubtful. Many esti- 
mates have been made, but no two of 
them appear to agree for any period 
before 1897, when the first complete 
census was taken. Probably in 1801 the 
population of Russia in Europe was frcon 
35 to 40 millions, and the growth of the 
language during the century from about. 
35 to about 100 millions, or 185 per 
cent. 

GERMAN AND FRENCH. 

Next to Russian, the most serious rival 
of English is undoubtedly German. It 
is spoken by 50 million people in the 
Empire of Germany itself, by upwards 
of ten millions in Austria, ami by nearly 
two millions in Switzerland, and showed 
a steady increase throughout the cen- 
tury. The corresponding figures in ltJOl 
amounted only to 30 millions, nnd the 
increase was about 135 per cent. 

•French has an importance which is 
not to be measured by mere numbers, 
it is the language of diplomacy, and, as 
we have recently seen, an acquaintance 
With dt may be of immense importance 
to an English statesman. Besides this 
It is to a lurgo extent the means of 
inter-communication between, the higher 
classes of all European countries. In 
spite of this its numerical growth can- 
not compare with that of the languages 
already mentioned. At the beginning of 
the century it was spokeu by 30 mil- 
lions, and at the end by- about 45 mil- 
lions, an increase of 50 per cent only- 
This small growth is due to the fact 
that the French are not 11 very prolific 
race, and that they are not enthusiastic 
colonists; it has been estimated that, 
apart from Canada, there is not mpro 
than half a million Frenchmen residing; 
out of France. French is spoken byr 
a bo ut half n million people in Belgium,, 
where it has equal rights with Flemish,, 
by nearly two millions in Canada, audi 
by over half a million in Switzerland.. 
In Alsace-Lorraine, which was French 
territory until 1871, only 200,000 out of 
a population of one nnd one-half mil- 
lions now speak French, tho remainder 
speaking German. French is the only 
language whose users show an actual 
decrease in number at any period of tho- 
century; this occurring between 1801 and 
1871. 

OTHER EUROPEAN TONGUES'. 

The Spanish language, again, is one 
whoso growth is not easy to estimate. 
Iu addition to Spain it is spoken ii> 
.Mexico and iu .nearly the whole of South 
America, except in Brazil, where Portu- 
gese is spoken. Census-taking in this 
part of the world is neither frequent 
nor accurate, and estimates of popula- 
tion are rather crude. Probably, all 
told, the number speaking Spanish in 
1801 was about 2(5 millions, increasing 
to about 45 millions in 1900, or an in- 
crease of 75 per cent 

Italian has increased steadily fro tin 
about 15 millions in 1801 to 33 millions: 
in 1900, or 120 per cent. 

The other European languages havts- 
only a small number of adherents com- ■ 
.pared with these figures, and are rela-:- 
tively unimportant. 

A study of the diffusion of languages 
in the ninteenth century would be in- 
complete without the reference to the 
so-called Universal languages. The uni- 
versality of theso has been strictly con- 
fined to their name and intention, for' 
none of them have found many support- 
ers: Volapuk. Latinesce and ILinguiu 
iFroticn have each put forward claims 
to be considered languages for universal 
use, but their day is past. The outlook 
for Esperanto, the latest universal 
tongue, seems more hopeful, but it be- 
longs rather to tho 20th than the 19tii 
century, If the process of distribution 
of languages which has occurred during 
the 19th century continues to the end of 
the 20th, the people of that time will 
have cause to wonder why the people 
of this age considered it necessary to. 
look for any universal language other 
thaii English.

The document is nn appeal drawn nip 
by the Koken Banbers' Supply Company 
to the trade and the public to stand by 
it ill a fliyht lor existence against, a few 
labor unions which have determined to 
force it to the wall and are leaving 
nothing undone to attain that end. It 
contains a story which, coming immedi- 
ately after t'he revelations of a corner 
in labor absolutely controlling the indus- 
trial prosperity of San Francisco and 
of robber leagues of employees and labor 
leaders to prey upon the public in Chi- 
cago, ,has turned the thoughts of St. 
Louis business men in a new direction, 
The Koken Barbers' Supply Company 
is lighting n boycott instituted against 
it by a few local labor unions which 
tiro now endeavoring to cinch their grip 
upon the concern by enlisting the nation- 
al and international bodies alllliated 
with them upon their side. No charge 
is made that the company oppresses 
its employees, that it does not pay fair 
wages or that it obliges its men to per- 
form onerous or unhealttlful tasks.' 

All the company's employees, in fact, 
both union and non-union, arc thorough- 
ly' satisfied.

A year ago last spring the Amalgamated 
Woodworkers made an agreement with a 
number of fixture firms in St. Louis cov- 
ering t wo years. After a year the wood- 
workers repudiated their agreement aud 
struck. 

"The general secretary came down 
from Chicago and told the men they 
were in the wrong, yet they continued 
their strike, die disbanded the council 
and most of the men joined the car- 
penters' (building trades) council, The 
general secretary started a new union 
which has probably a hundred mem- 
bers, and which, though numerically 
weak, through the central trades is now 
bringing this pressure to hear.

FItOM previous articles treating ou. 
run-down or naturally tin-produc- 
tive soils, tho reader may have 
gotten the impression that seldom 
any fertilizer but potash is needed; it, 
however, must be borne in mind that 
ninny oX these soils are sadly deficient 
in phosphoric acid, without which, jiol- 
ash or no other fertilizing constituent 
can he effective. Again, a sour condi- 
tion may prevail, which must be over- 
come before the majority of farm crops- 
can avail themselves of food supplied 
in a case of this sort where phosphates 
are employed, the alkaline Thomas phos- 
phate should he used in preference to 
an acid phosphate, liming, also, should 
be resorted to. 

There are tracts of peaty land so de- 
ficient in phosphates that young stock, 
obtaining no other food than the growth 
thereon, become affected with the disease 
of the bones resulting in death, unless 
the animal is provided with food J'roin 
other sources rich in bone-making ma- 
terial;, on such soils potash alone can 
have hut little effect; the use in addi- 
tion of phosphoric acid in available 
forms not only will increase the clop 
but supplies the plants with the needeil 
phosphates as well, which in turn proper- 
ly nourishes the animal body. 

The writer lias been able to observe a 
number of experiments on these i-oils, 
some of which wire of much interest. 
Cue instance on a piece of ground when 
sowed to grain, nothing bul a few sickly 
leaves would be obtained, soon dying 

hack; an application of potash t,i bar- 
ley produced seemingly a perfeel plan!, 
but no grain, the straw and heads look- 
ed most promising!, tun would not 
ripen and refused to iii| out, the farmer 
at last, in order to obtain anything from 
his land, was compelled to cut 'it for 
hay. this strongly illustrated I lie fact 
that without phosphoric acid plants can 
not produce seed, and will die before 
maturity. In other instances on similar 
soil, potash alone showed hut slight 
effect. Even en soils -where potash 
alone is decidedly beneficial the addi- 
tion of superphosphate often shows such 
marked improvement as to pay well for 
its use. All users or fertilizers ou 
these lauds should tost these two e:-s"n- 
I iii Is alone and together. Many an ex- 
perimenter has failed in his experiments, 
because he failed to try the fertilisers 

in combination; for instance, ou a soil 
deficient in both potash and phosphoric 

acid, neitlll r one could be effective 
alone without the other, consequently 
plots treated with them separately would 
show little result, leading the experi- 
menter to believe neither were needed, 
whereas had a third plot received nn 
application of both, the resuM would 
have been most decided. 

One romarkeble Instance of the pre- 
vention of potato blight by the use of 

potash should be n 'ded, A farmer 

who has n very deep peaty soil, hps 
been using potash on potatoes for the 
last two years. Potatoes had been grown 
'previously mi this piece of land for live 
or six years in succession. The first 
year he applied potash on half the piece, 
on which half the crop had blighted bad- 
ly the summer preceding; the fertilized 
half produced a splendid crop entirely 
free from blight whereas the untreated 
part 'blighted badly and produced only 
one-third of the amount of potatoes, of 
much poorer quality. The following year 
lie used muriate of potash at the rate of 
200 pounds per acre, resulting in a 
crop averaging .fifteen tons per acio 
throughout the entire field, from three 
to live tiims as much as produced In 
former season. The entire crop, also, 
was free from blight, whereas his neigh- 
bor's crop, just across the road, was 
blighted badly. The fertilized prc,n, also, 
owing to it.s superior quality, sold at tho 
highest market price. 



The use of potash in these soils re- 
quires some judgment. Peaty SKiils, it 
must be remt moored, are very rich in 
dormant nitrogen, a certain amount of 
which Is rendered available by the ad- 
dition of potash salts, an excessive 
amount of which, may free such an 
excess of nitrogen as to cause an un- 
desirable rank growth of leaf and staik. 
'For graiu fifty to on,, hundred pounds 
of muriate or sulphate of potash per 
acre produce the best results; in some 
instances one hundred pounds have prov- 
en too much. To prevent potato blight, 
not less than one hundred pounds of mu- 
riate or sulphate of potash should lie 
used; one hundred and fifty to two 
hundred pounds would be better. The 
name amounts should be used on root 
crops in general. In some instances 
kainit has been preferred to the higher 
grade salts; for potatoes, however, sul- 
phate of potash should be given the 
preference

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Dramatic Experiences of Dr. Nordensklold's Party. 

A Narrative Seldom Equalled f U Polar Anuals— Events Following tlie (Loss 
of the First Rescuing Part y— Hardships in Thrco Camps During tho 
winter Long Night. 




THE cable report -of the rescue of 
Dr. Otto Nordenskiolil and his 
party in the Antarctic south of 
Terra del Puego did not give half 
the story o£ the thrilling and dramatic 
experiences through' 1 'which the expedi- 
tion passed. Dr. Nordenakiold lias 
since told it in bis own -words. 

It is a narrative that bias seldom been 
equalled in polar annals. Only that part 
which relates to the personal experiences 
of the explorers is given here. The entire 
record from Or. Xordenskiold's pen lills 
more than Jive columns of tlie London 
Times. 

it will bo remembered that the steamer 
•Antarctic took this Swedish expedition 
to the region of Graham Land and left 
Xordenskiold and hits live companions in 
February, 190'.!, tho latter part of the 
Antarctic summer in Admiralty inlet, 
a little south of G-l degrees south lati- 



tude. The Antarctic then returned to 
Argentina. 

1'ho small party .at the camp spent 
the dark months with a fair degree of 
comfort through the winter was far more 
stormy and the cold more intense than 
the Belgica experienced a few years ""0 
•when wintering in the same region. 

Early in the following summer, which 
began late in t.kh', Xordenskiold made 
« long sledge journey reaching a point 
201) Uiiles south of his camp. In distance 
covered the journey was fairly success- 
ful, though the explorer was badly 
Jiaudieapped by excessively low temper- 
atures and incessant winds of hurricane 
force. 

'When lie returned to camp on .Nov. 
the summer was not far advanced. He 
fully expected the arrival of the Antarc- 
tic, which was to take the party home, 
as it was not intended to spend a sec- 
ond winter in that region. 

In the same month the Antarctic loft 
Buenos Ayres to meet the explorer. The 
cable lias told how she was crushed in 
tho ice about sixty miles northwest of 
Xordcnskiold's camp, while she was en- 
deavoring to reach tho shore and how 
tho crew reached land with great diffi- 
culty and spent the following winter 
amid many hardships. 

La'te in the summer Xordenskiold gave 
up all hope of the return of the vessel. 
The ice was thick and solid for many 
miles out to sea. The vessel could not 
pousibly reach land and he failed to find 
any trace of her in his journeys over the 
sea ice. 

IHla little party must taee anoth 
winter in the Antarctic, .but he little 
dreamed that the ship had fought her 
last fight with jiolar ice and was at the 
'bottom of the sea, and that her crew 
■were in miserable plight in two different 
Camps to the north of him. 

During the Antarctic summer, in De- 
cember, 1902, when it became evident 
that the heavy ice along the coast -would 
prevent the vessel from reaching Xor- 
deuskiold's camp that season, Dr. An- 
dersson, tho leader of the party on tho 
ship; Diout. Duse and one sai.or lauded 
on the ice with a sledge, intending to 
pull their way across the ice fields to 
the camp of the Xordenskiold party. 
They found the ice conditions so severe 
that they could only make a little dis- 
tance to the south, and by the time they 
(reached the coast, near Mount Brans- 
field, they could travel no further. They 
had to spend the winter there. 

Meantime the Antarctic had been 
caught fast in the ice. The pressure 
against her sides was terrible. For 
three weeks the pumps were manned 
night and day to diminish the water 
that kept pouring through her half- 
crusbed sides. 

At last, the resources on board became 
inadequate to keep her from .tilling, and 
on Feb. 12, she was abandon- 

ed. An hour later, while the crew was 
packing on the sledges, the supplies they 
.had kept on the ice, the old snip, whicii 
had made so brilliant a record in Arctic 
exploration, disappeared beneath the 
Antarctic sea. 

This, then, was the situation when the 
winter of 190o began to fall on the 
gloomy cliffs of Graham Land. The 
Xordenskiold party, at Admiralty inlet, 
Was the only one of the. three in a con- 
dition to pass a fairly comfortable win- 
ter. 

It stiil had a good store or provisions, 
excepting meat; and before darkness 
came -I'll) penguins were killed, which 
proved fullv sufficient for the winter. 
Their 'flesh . is nutritious, though its 
■taste is not agreeable. 

If the six men in the camp might have 
hud some new books, some letters, news- 
papers or new fellow workers, they 
iwoiild have been comparatively satisii-o 
-\s it was, the dark season was terribly 
monotonous, and they were very anx- 
ious for the future. 

But the condition of Dr. Andersson 
and his two men were pitiable indeed. 
Thcv had left the ship only with sup- 
pike that were necessary for the sum- 
mer, as they fully expected to reach 
iXo'rdenskiold's camp. There was noth- 
ing to do but to live on the country. 



In the beginning of ..March thcv built a 
small, low, stone hut, in which they 
spent several long winter months. The 
construction of the hut was very diffi- 
cult, as the ground was frozen ami they 
ihad no tools. 

They killed about H00 penguins and de- 
pended for fuel on the seals which they 
obtained during the winter in barely 
Sufficient numbers. They had no books, 
.but even if they had had any they 
could not have read them by the feeble 
light of their blubber lamp. 
• The temperature in the hut was aisu- 
lally below freezing, aniU during tho 
gales they were confined for weeks at 
a time to their berths, composed of the 
(bags and a few articles of summer cloth- 
ing they had with them. 

The twenty other men of the Antarctic 
were in an equally bad .plight. When 
their vessel sank they were sixteen days 
in reaching the small volcanic island 
of Paulet, which fhoy selected for win- 
ter quarters, becauso they knew it to be 
rich in seals and penguins. 

They hud a hard time getting over 
tho ice to the island, and only a small 
part of the supplies on their sledges 
could he carried to the shore. Here 
they built a stone hut, in which they 
passed the winter, using for food the 1 
meat of seals and penguins and also 
catching a considerable number of fish, 
wJiieh proved a welcome change. 

-Much of the time they were without 
fire, as seals were not numerous and 
fuel was therefore scarce. It was a 
hard life, tout happily all came through 
the winter in good health, excepting one 
Norwegian seaman, who died in the mid- 
dle of the darkness. 

Spring finally dawned in September 
last and tho weather was quite, genial 
I for that region. One day Xordenskiold 
Mild the sailor Jonasen started north 
j to explore the country in that direction. 
I They had been gone for about two 
weeks with their dogs and sledge and 
had made some interesting discoveries, 
when on October 12 they saw in the 
distance near the shore some dark objects 
winch they at -first believed to be largo 
.penguins. A little luter Xordenskiold 
discovered through the glass that these 
objects were two men who were walk- 
ing toward him. They were most re- 
markable looking objects when half an 
'hour later the two parties met. 

Their faces .were as black as coal. 
Rough pieces of wood were banging 
over their eyes to protect them from 
the dazzling reflection of the sun on the 
snow, 

Their black hair hung down over their 
shoulders. Their clothing was perfectly 
black and shapeless. Xordenskiold 
knew every man of the Antarctic party, 
but when bo met these men be was un- 
able to say that he had ever met them 
■before. 

They were Dr. Andersson and Lieut. 
■Duse. The sailor with them was prepar- 
ing their dinner near the shore. The 
first question was a puzzler: 

"Have you beard anything from the 
Antarctic*/'' asked Dr. Andersson. 

Ho was as ignorant of the fact that 
tho Antarctic had been lost as was 
Xordenskiold, but lie was able to tell 
how the vessel had returned to Graham 
Land and to describe its adventures till 
the time lie left it. Andersson and the 
two men with him were on their way 
to Xordenskiold's quarters. 

AH ^ went back together to Xorden- 
skiold's camp, where on Xovomber 8 last 
the welcome relief finally came. It was 
the Argentine steamer Uraguay that 
had been sent to find the explorer. 

The first inquiry from Xordenskiold 
was whether anything bad been heard 
from the Antarctic. There was no news 
from tho ship, and the probability that 
the men on board had been lost with the 



lish bacchanalians.' And, again, when 
sending the song some three years later 
to George Thom on, the editor of a 
collection then issuing from the press, 
he writes: "One song more and 1 have 
done.— 'Aurld Lang Syne.' The air is 
but uicdoicre, but the following .UbngJ 
the old song of the olden times, and 
which bus never been 'in print, nor even 
in manuscript, until 1 took it UOtvn from 
an old man's singing, is enough to 
recommend any air." 

From all this it will be seen that 
Burns indirectly repudiates any author- 
ship of "Auld Lang Syne,' seeking to 
pass off the song as a patchwork of 
traditional fragments. It was all pure 
deception. No doubt sonic portions of 
the lyrir were 'borrowed from the old 
songs; iixut tho poet's editors havo not 
had the slightest hesitation in associat- 
ing his name with the paternity of tho 
song .as it now stands. Towards tho 
close of his career Burns not seldom 
tried to make bis friends believe that 
verses of his own composition 'were obi 
resdnauta of song floating about the 
country. There is a stanza in his 
"Bonny .loan" regarding which he asks 
George Thomson whether he had not 
come across the words before. The 
stanza, as he subsequently admitted, 
was entirely bis own. And indeed, to 
"Auld Lang .Syne," he afterwards ex- 
pressly avowed that, practicaly, lie had 
only been indebted to the old minstrels 
for the refrain. 

Two versions of the song wore pub- 
lished in Burn's lifetime— one in John- 
son's "Musical Museum," an Edinburgh 
collection to which the poet contributed 
largely; and the other in Thomson's 
collection already mentioned. One im- 
portant difference between the two ver- 
sions lies in tho order of i lie stanzas. 
In Johnson's the following verse is 
placed second; in Thomson's it is placed 
last:

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In an hour or two the search was to 
begin for the lost members of the ex- 
pedition. The men were at work in 
the house preparing for the start on the 
steamer when suddenly the dogs began 
"howling nud somebody said there were 
several men outside. 

A moment later cheers were raised 
and everybody took up the cry, "Larson 
has come!" Larson was captain of the 
Antarctic, ami he and three other men 
from tho camp on l'aulot island had 
reached the camp just at the right mo- 
ment on the very day that Xordenskiold 
bad for the first time despaired of their 
Tate. 

All hands set sail for I'aukt island, 
which they roadbed very early the next 
morning. They awakened the sleeping 
sailors with the steam wihistle of the 
ship, ^n a few seconds the beach was 
alive with men beside themselves with 

joy. 

The change was so great that their 
emotions almost overcame them. They 
ba i gone to sleep amid the .greatest pri- 
vation^ mid with a' dark prospect for 
the future. They were awakened to 
find all their companions .well and the 
comforts of civilization in the cabin of 
the steamer that bad come to their res- 
cue

To come with tho pint-stowp 
after that would be awkward, so the 
stanza in which it appears is cither omit- 
ted or taken second, as in Johnson's 
version. All the same, the song is real- 
ly, in its essence, a reunion and not :i 
parting song. Look at the argument: 
"Wo are old friends who have been 
long parted/; we played together] wis 
boys by biirnside and on brae; let us 
shako frauds and sit down to a social 
evening together.' That is my reading. 
Habit, however, is much stronger than 
arghment, and there is little likelihood 
of "Auld Lang Syne" becoming other 
than it is now— a parting song of friend- 
ship and goodwill. 

Nothing so far has been said about 
the tune. Hums, it will have been 
noted, remarked be wrote the song to a 
mediocre old air. That was the air 
printed by Johnson; Thompson declined 
to use it; lie used the air 'Which every- 
body now sings, and for that service 
of adaptation be .must have everlasting 
thanks. V/hero. did he get this air? 
For the hist sixty years or more it. has 
usually been attributed to AVilliam 
Shield, a composer who was born near 
Durham iu 1748, Shield has really no 
more claim to it than Beethoven has to 
the tune of "Yankee Doodle." It cer- 
tainly appeared in Shield's opera of 
"Ttosina" in 17S2, but it bad been 
printed as a strathspey dance tune in 
17.SO under the title of "The Miller's 
Daughter." which was itself taken from 
"Tho Miller's Wedding," published in 
a collection of reels in 17.VJ, the y 
of iBurn's birth. No tune was better 
known or more popular in .Scotland 
during the last half of the eighteenth 
century. Is any tune more popular 
now 2 
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The following concerning a reverend 
gentleman, well known in Victoria, and 
at present resident at Xanuimo is taken 
from the Canadian Entomologist:

Since that 
time, with the exception of two years, 
from September, 1888, to August, 1800, 
which 'he spent in Ottawa as rector of 
the joint parishes of St. Barnabas and 
Holy Trinity, he lias been in charge of 



in British Columbia, and at 
the present time is rector of the Church 
of England at 'Wellington, B. C. From 
boyhood Mr. Taylor has been keenly 
interested in Natural Science, and from 
bis enthusiasm and industry has accom- 
plished much, not only in doing original 
work of importance in several lines of 
/oology and Palaeontology, but in con- 
stantly encouraging and assisting others 
with whom he came iu contact, to take 
up and enjoy with him his favorite 
studies. 

Mr. Taylor has for many years been 
a Fellow of the Entomological and Zoo- 
logical Societies of London, England, 
and in 1X.S-1 was elected a Fellow of the 
Itoyal Society of Canada in recognition 
of his eminent services to science, par- 
ticularly in connection with his investi- 
gations in Canadian Concbology and En- 
tomology. In 1SS7 he was appointed 
Honorary Provincial Entomologist of 
the British Columbian Department of 
Agriculture, and sent out circulars to 
farmers, drawing their attention to the

flow Much Uncle Sam is Indebted to 
United Kingdom. 

More than one-half of the exports from 
the United States in liXKl went to 
British territory, and practically onc- 
'tbird of the imports into the United 
States came from British territory. The 
United .States' total exports to British 
territory in the calendar year 1003 were 
$708,000,000, of fifty-two per cent of 
their total imports from British terri- 
tory $808,000,000, of thirty-one per cent 
of the total, speaking in round terms. 
These facts are shown by an analysis 
of the year's commerce .made Dy the 
Department of Commerce and Labor 
through its Bureau of 'Statistics. By 
British territory is meant the United 
Kingdom and its colonies, dependencies 
and protectorates. 

The territory included under this des- 
ignation of the United Kingdom and its 
colonies, dependencies and protectorotes 
contains over 11,000,000 square miles, or 
.more than one-fifth of the land surface 
of the globe, and lias a population of 
400,0()0,0(IO, or one-fourth of the popula- 
tion of the world. The largest exporta- 
tion to British territory, of course, was 
to the railed Kingdom— $543,000,000— 
ami this was the largest exportation to 
any single country. Next in order of 
magnitude of exports to British territory 
was Canada, .flol.OOIUHMl; British An- 
tralasia. s:H\0(.MU>i;il; Hritish Africa, £"8,- 
000,000; Brtisli West Indies, $10,000,- 
IMK): India, nearly $5,000,000; and the 
remainder scattered 'through the sinnl.ev 
Bri t isli dependencies. 

Of tin' !|>308,0O0,OO0 worth of imports 
into the United Slates from British 
territory, $ 1 77,01 10,000, speaking in round 
terms, came from the United Kingdom, 
l^oS.OOO.OOO from Canada, $48,000,000 
from India. $12,000,000 from British 
Wot Indies. $7,000,000 from Austra'la- 
sia. $1,000,000 worth from British Af- 
rica and the remainder from numerous 
dependencies of less importance. 

Thus, of the foreign commerce of the 
Dui'tcd States aggregating nearly '.wo 
and one-half billion dollars in the cal- 
endar year 1003, more than o"up bi'llion 
dollars represented cdmmercu with Brit- 
ish territory. 

Canada stands third in the order of 
magnitude of exports from the United 
States, though that country lias been in- 
included in the general discussion of 
United Slates commerce with British 
territory, Total United States exports 
to Canada in IS'.Ct were $57,000,000, 
and iu 1003 $131,000,000, an increase 
of about 130 per cent: while United 
Slates imports from Canada grew from 
$34,000,000 in 1803 to $53,000,000 in 
1003, an increase of 50 per cent. 



HE following is an account set 
■down by the second mate of one 
of the ships concerned in 'the niucii- 
debated convict-carrying trade 
which is now receding in the far past of 
our empire's annals. It has come into 
my hands by a strange chance of for- 
tune, and is, substantially, given in its 
original form. 

"YVe were a not less memorable and 
historical fleet than that which sailed 
in charge of the renowned Columbus; 
but the nation was minding its own 
business and did not heed us. So little 
did it attend ito us that as we slowly 
got our anchors by the clumsy labor of 
a he merchant-men, nnd as the yards that 
spread our sails leisurely mounted to 
the mast-heads I doubt if there was an 
eye on the beach or either baud of us 
that took notice of our departure, unless 
it were some lurking, idle waterman 
who. sprawling with one arm akimbo 
upon a post and chewing his black junk 
of tobacco, says to bis compaui in: 
'Them convict ships is olf at last, Bill,' 
ami that might be all. 

"Nevertheless, we were the ships des- 
tined by Providence to expiuid the- em- 
pire of our country by establishing u 
colony iu -Australia, or New Holland, 
as that spacious island-continent was 
formerly termed. We were eleven ships 
in all— a sorrowful, melancholy, pitiful, 
ill-equipped, lamenting procession.

co-operation. Owing to bis removal to 
Eastern Canada iu 18SS, this work was

sued. Several important papers have 
appeared' from his pen in the Trans- 
actions of the Itoyal Society of Canada, 
the Canadian Entomologist, the Ottawa 
Naturalist and tho Nautilus. Many 
new species have been discovered liy 
this energetic worker, and several have 
been named lifter him. Among insects, 
species which have been mentioned in 
tills magazine aro Melittie Taylori, 
Edw. Anthelia Taylorata. Hulst, Ich- 
neumon Taylori, Harrington, Trichioso- 
ma Taylori, Provenoher, and Adranes 
Taylori. Wiekham.- All orders of in- 
sects, however, have been studied, and 
several other Bpoeies in different orders 
from those named have heen or aro be- 
ing named after the subject of this 
sketch. Some of Mr. Taylor's best work 
has been done on the Molluscs, and 
naturally several new species have been 
called after him; among those which 
occur to us aro 'Pristolbma Taylori, I'ils- 
bury. iModiolari Taylori,' Ball and 
Phyllapbysin Taylori, Oall; in addition 
a new species of sponge, Lcucandra 
Taylori, Lambe, niay'bo mentioned. 

Enormous nnd valuable collections of 
British Columbian specimens of various 
kinds have been made, and generally 
sent off to specialists in all- purls of the 
world., Mr. Taylor, possesses himself the 
largest 'private collection of Limpets 
(Patellidae and allied families) in the 
world; also the most complete collection 
of Unionidae. in Canada, and one of tho 



largest collections of land and water 
shells (7,000 upeeics) in Canada. 

A constant collector . of insects, Mr, 
Taylor has aiso amassed valuable col- 
lections in several orders, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that ho has made a practice 
continually of giving way to specialists 
any specimens which were required for 
study. . His- cabinets contain 11 wealth 
of representative specimens of inesti- 
mable value, to the many beginners who 
have been stirred up by bis enthusiasm 
to investigate tlie insect fauna of our 
Pacific Coast Province, At the present 
timo ife is devoting all his energies to tho 
working up of . the North American Geo- 
metridae',- paying particular attention to 
northern species which aro likely to oc- 
cur in Canada. Since the death of the 
Itov. G. D. Hulst, this important family 
of moths lias been somewhat neglected 
by American students. Mr. Taylor's 
methods of work aro systematic and 
thorough. First securing all the litera- 
ture on the subject under consideration, 
be then strives to ■acquire types for 
study from the original localities', com- 
pare them with the descriptions, and 
then with extensive series of specimens 
from as wide an area as possible. He 
is an indefatigable collector and gener- 
ous correspondent, who considers no 
trouble too much to make observations 
or secure specimens when specially de- 
sired. In his parish work he is pains- 
taking, gentle and self-denying, .always 
rendv to help; a clear , nnd forcible 
preacher, and an earnest liver who 
shows in bis work that religion Is not 
an accessory of everyday life, but an 
integral part of it.

done by hand it will add greatly to the 
daintiness of the garment;' bait it would 
be well to have ;i look at the ready- 
made models before beginning work, for 
they offer a host' of good suggestion! 
i Huge flowing sleeves, deep collars, 
pelerines, helms, loose boleros, nil oi 
these nre used as picturesque featureE 
of long or short net'lific. The body 
of matinee or robe, in a majority of 
eases, .falls loosely from the yoke when 
goods or China silk are ehort-waisted, 
with a soft girdle or a beadinir, through 
which ribbon Is run, just below the 
bust. 

There nre, too, matinees and relies 
girdled closely at the waist, but they 
are seen less often than the flowing 
models. 

All of the sheer lawns, dimities, 
Swisses, etc., are used for the summer 
neglige, and amongst the costliest and 
most exquisite are the matinees in fine, 
lawn embroidered by hand in delicate 
(railing vines and snrnys and trimmed 
in tine Valenciennes lace.- 

Less expensive and exceedingly effect- 
ive are the while negliges trimmed in 
the beautiful drawiiwork insertions nnd 
edges of the new season and the daintily 
flowered Swisses and dimities upon 
which both tine Swiss embroideries and 
Valenciennes lace arc used. 



OW is the season when the home 
dressmaker begins to be n power 
nnd when the planning and jnak- 
ing of the simpler items of tJie 
slimmer wardrobe assume importance. 
A large percentage o£ womankind en- 
gage seamstresses lor at least a part of 
• Lent; and perhaps that is iis good a 
way of doing penance as another. 

The summer neglige belongs emphat- 
ically to 'the province of the home dress- 
maker. Of course there are exquisite 
negliges offered in the shops, and if 
money is not a consideration, it may he 
easier ami quite as satisfactory to se 
leet one's matinee or boudoir gown 
ready made; but when the ready-made 
neglige ! s dainty and charming, it is, 
as a rule, shockingly expensive: anil 
the cheaper article is ordinarily showy, 
but coarse in quality and carelessly 
made. 

On the other hand, the -woman who is 
clever with her .needle or the woman 
who understands how to plan an ar- 
tistic garment and oversees the work 
of a seamstress may evolve the most 
charming of summer saeques nnd 
lounging roBes without incurring great 
expense. If one goes in for costly silk 
or tine lace, the price will necessarily 
soar; but, even then, they will not at- 
tain the lofty heights occupied by the 
ready-auade garments of the same class 

The trouble with the home dressraakei 
is that often she will not go to any 
trouble in the planning of her negliges, 
will not take pains in choosing a mode) 
and in selecting her materials, will not 
insist upon 'the dainty 'touches that 
nre the hallmark of the effective neg- 
lige. 

•In such' a case the ready-made neglige 

is <t:ho part of wisdom, for there, even 

when materials are coarse, when trim- 

tilings are cheap nnd showy, w'hen the 

work is careless, the general design, 

the outlines of the garment, are often 

pictu rcsnue. 
Tlio eiderdown nnd wadded silk robes,

Tho challies, too, have n strong claim 

upon the woman in quest of materia] 

for 1he summer neglige. They art 

washable and durable, have enough 

warmth to bo comfortable when there 

is a slight chill in the summer nir, nnd 

yet are exceedingly light in weight. 

Moreover they are at their best decid- 
-edly pretty, and this season the color- 
ings and designs of the challies art, 

moro attractive than ever before. 

The prevailing craze for flowered ef- 
fects finds expression in the challies, 

but while 011 the orgnndies and mous- 

selLnes, etc., the flowers are often large, 

sprawling, blurred, the chillie designs 

run to dainty primness — a single very 

.tiny, tightly closed pink rosebud repeat- 
ed ad infinitum over n creamy ground; 

a minuto wreath of pink blossoms tied 

with floating blue ribbon on white; line 

lines of sky "blue marking off broad 

(Team stripes, along which wander the 

most delicate of blossoming vines, nnd 

all-over designs of trailing blossom 

plain delicate color. 

Thero are, too, dotted challies in pale 

shades with flowered borders or border: 

in soft Oriental colors— but the variety 

is too great for adequate description 

One can but advise a few of the inex- 

pensivo and serviceable challies before 

making n choice of neglige material. 
The French flannels, too, are. UDUSU 

ally pretty, and while French flannel is 

too warm for general summer wear, 

Hie wise woman always has one rathei 

warm lounging sacque or robe, as well 

as some airy ones, in her slimmer outfit, 

and French flannel is preferred by many 
to challie or albatross. It is wanner, ol 

course, but the lighter weight stuffs 

may lie made as warm by adding a 

light lining over chest, shoulders and 

arms, and there is one objection to 

the French flannel, in that it soils- more 

readily 'than the other woollens men- 
tioned and does not wash so well. 
Some very dainty anil simple flannel 

robes, most often in kimono form, are 
shown in the shops; but of late years 

albatross has been a great favorite for 
more pretentious woollen negliges, and 
'this spring one finds it much more used 
even for the simplest robes. Among 
•the new models are certain lounging 
robes of the most unpretentious sort. 
Inn of considerable charm. They are 
of albatross of a plain light shade and 
are made up with deep plain borders 
of French Manuel which has black dots 
on a white ground. 

The accordeou plaited robes and mat- 
inees of albatross, lace trimmed, which 
were so popular last year are still shown 
in profusion, as are China silk garments 
of the same' type, ami are distinctively 
effective, though the biee lavished niton 
them is usually cheap and coarse, 

There are, however, certain objections 
to these negliges which may have weight 
with 'the thrifty-minded woman. They 
are pretty only in the light colors and 
consequently soil readily. When soiled 
they cannot be laundered without culire 
demoralization, unless one has them re- 
plaited after Chey come from the tub, 
nnd if they are sent to a cleaner the 
expense is excessive because of the 
difficulty in handling the plaits. 

'So the simple shirred robes nre more 
practicable if not so ornamental, for any 
garment designed for hard service and 
actual lounging wear. 

The kimono shapes are always Ilk- 
nblo for 'the boudoir gown, and many 
kimonos are shown, varying from the 
embroidered sill; or satin Japanese gar- 
ment to the accidental version in dimity 
or lawn. There are modifications, too, 
that 'retain much picruresqlieness with- 
out being 'altogether Oriental. 

Some of the soft silks in all-over 'Per- 
sian patterns of faint Oriental lines nre 
made up into serviceable lltiTl artistic 
kimono--, nnd there are new crepes and 
crepelike sheer stuffs, -which for lack 
of u better name we may call gauzes, 
that have these same soft Oriental col- 
orings and designs, and are successfully 
Utilized for negliges on Oriental' lines. 

The lack of finish in the silks of the 
season make them more adaptable for 
Hie neglige than the silks of yester 
year, for flowering lilies tire the 6* 
Kcntial feature of the artistic neglige; 
but though many silks of varying 
weaves and qualities, am pressed into 
service for the boudoir garments, the 
long-time favorite China and India silks 
retain their first rank. 
' Unluckily a very inferior quality nt 
such silk is used for 'the average ready- 
made robe or sneqiie, and defects in

That crinolines -will come into fashion 
— that is. that hoop skirts will — is not 
to be expected. The well dressed wo- 
man of today is too practical for that. 
Hut with the present style of dress 
some stiffening is absolutely necessary 
to make it effective, and haircloth and 
crinoline— that is, the stiffening known 
as crinoline— or even flntbone, are in- 
serted in the drop skirt beneath the 
flounces so as to give it a wide- flare 
around the foot. 

Velvet dinner gowns will .be worn un- 
usually late in the spring this season, 
and many of them are most chnnming in 
coloring and texture, for the lightest 
weight of velvet is used; in reality it is 
not much heavier than silk.
